Mr. Webster is also under- 
stood to represent the millionaire who pro- 
poses to plunge into the paper business so 
heavily, or to have a broker’s interest in 
negotiating the sale of the property. 

Now, the controlling interest in the 
Manufacturing Investment Company is 
owned by Oliver H. Payne,’ ex-treasurer 
and still a stockholder inthe Standard Oil 
Company. The other directors of the 
Manuiacturing Investment Company are 
H. McK. Twombley, W. C. :Whitney, J. 
Pierpont Morgan, R. S. Hayes, George D. 
Haven, Frederick Frelinghuisen and Don 
M. Dickinson,

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BIG NEWS MILL BURNED. 


A HEAVY LOSS AT STEVENS 
POINT, WISCONSIN. 


Plant of the Wisconsin River Paper and 
Pulp Company Totally Destroyed— 
Loss Is '$200,000— Ground Wood 
Plant Saved. 


The news mill of the Wisconsin River 
Pulp and Paper Company, at Stevens 
Point, Wis., having a capacity of 40 tons 
of print paper per day, was totally de- 
stroyed early last Sunday morning. 

The flames were discovered at 3:45 
o’clock by Engineer Fricke in the cone 
room, underneath the big paper machines. 
The fire evidently originated from a hot 
box. The floors, pulleys and belting were 
saturated with oil and the blaze, fanned by 
|a great steam ventilating bellows, soon 
shot up through the belt holes in the floor 
} to the machine room and drove out the 
| employees. Through some mistake the fire 





pumps were not put in Operation until too | 





late to save the mill. The mill was located 
2 miles south of town and outside of the 
fire department limits. 

W. L. Bronson, chief of the fire depart- 
ment, sent down the city’s emergency fire 
engine, which did good work in saving 
some property. The mill contained two 
paper machines, one a 116-inch Rice, Bar- 
ton & Fales machine, the other a 120-inch 
Pusey & Jones, capable of turning out an 
average of 40 tons of paper a day. There 
was also destroyed a double battery of 
Holyoke pulp beaters, screens and pulp pa- 
per machines. The ground wood plant, 
engine house, boiler house and water 
wheels were saved. The walls and machine 
foundations, which were built of Langen- 
berg’s fireproof brick, were only slightly 
damaged. 

The mill was owned by a stock company 
composed of George A. Whiting, Neenah; 
William Whiting, Stevens Point; C. A. 
Babcock, Neenah, and R. C. Russell, Osh- 
kosh, and was capitalized at $250,000. The 
mill was originally built in 1891, but was 
destroyed by fire and rebuilt and enlarged | 
in 1895. The loss will be about $200,000, 
fully covered by insurance written at Nee- 
nah, the company being  co-insurers 
under the 80 per cent. class. 

George A. Whiting, president, has al- 
ready made arrangements with Robert 
Law, the paper mill builder, for rebuild- 
ing the mill at once. The mill employed 
130 hands and was rushed with contract 
orders for paper from the Manufacturers 
Paper Company. It will be six months | 
before the mill can be fully replaced.

AMONG THE MILLS. 
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PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 21, 1898. 


It is now several weeks since the writer 


has run the gauntlet from general mana- 
ger to superintendent and room foreman. 
He has not been informed of late that they 
have methods of their own in their mills, 
and that the public can be blanked before 
these methods are made known to them, 
but your scribe has been there, all the 
same, and has seen several mills and sev- 
eral things in each mill which are well 
worth description. 

He has seen a mill which was fitted with 
turbine wheels, having a tested efficiency 
of over 82 per cent., and yet the owner of 
these wheels was not satisfied with their 
performance. His mill did not run nearly 
as well as it did before the turbines were 
put in. The reason is not hard to find. 
The mill is not on a river, nor is it on a 
pond. A trout stream meanders through 
the valley to a stone dam above the mill, 
and occasionally finds its way down a race- 
way a half-mile or so in length. Occa- 
sionally there is no water in the brook, 
and being in a mountainous valley there 
ts no chance to store water by means of a 
large pond. The mill, therefore, must take 
the water as it comes. In this the turbine 
wheel is “not in it.” 

Another mill near by is fitted with an 
old-fashioned overshot wheel. This 
wheel only turns around a few times a 
minute, but it gets there fine, if it is slow. 
There is a train of gearing which works 
up the required speed. When I was look- 
ing at this I could not help but figure to 
myself the probable amount of power con- 
sumed by the moving cogs, probably more 
than enough to offset the difference wren 
a turbine wheel is used. 

Not every mill man thinks of this point. 
Spur gearing is supposed to be the most 
economical of all methods for transmitting 
power, but even spur gears consume con- 
siderable power, specially when running 
at slow speed. Compare the overshot 
wheel, moving at 30 or even less revolu- 
tions per minufe with a shaft of the tur- 
bine wheel running at from 300 to 500 rev- 
olutions. Note the difference in mass be- 
tween the two machines. 

In one we have a small initial force mov- 
ing at high velocity; the other is a heavy 
weight, moving slowly. There is just one 
thing which miakes the overshot wheel bet- 
ter than the turbine in this particular in- 
stance, and that is the variable quantity of 
water which comes down the betore-men- 
tioned trout brook. When there is a pail- 
ful of water a minute an overshot wheel 
will turn out 90 per cent. of the power it 
contains. A machine of this kind will 
about utilize every pound of water.

The brick wail form- 
ing one side of the pit carries the cast 
iron shoe, which is anchored by means of 
two %-inch bolts. Upon this cast iron 
shoe the box is placed which carries the 
outer end of the pinion shaft. 

Nothing can be more solid than the rig- 
ging above described. It has run for ten 
years with scarcely a cent’s worth of re- 
pairs, and it looks as if it were good jor

upon wood, but wood goes the way of all 
things, and goes quickly to pieces. Every 
timber underneath that mill has become 
soft and dozy. You can stick a knife han- 
dle deep into each timber and almost fol- 
low it with your finger. Every bolt has 
become loose, the boxes are wriggly and 
nothing seems to stay in place. 

Why, then, will mill men insist upon put- 
ting in wood, when for a very little more 
money iron and brick can be used, which 
will last a lifetime? 

In this day of finished 
crate on each side of the bundle it seems 
queer to come across an old style of fin- 
ishing where two bundles of papers are 
laid in together, forming a sort of letter 
S. The object of finishing in this way is 
to transport large sheets of paper without 
folding. 

The way it is effected is as follows—al- 
though it is one of the oldest methods of 
finishing flat paper, it will be new to many 
of the present generation: First, the mar- 
line is held on the finishing table in the 
usual manner, then a big square wrapper 
is laid on and this is cut about 1 foot larg- 
er all around than the sheet of paper to 
be finished. Strips 12 inches wide are then 
cut off another sheet and one laid on each 
end of the wrapping, so that it will be in 
position to receive the ends of the sheets 
when they are tied up. This puts a little 
more wrapping paper over the ends and 
prevents them being injured so easily 
when handled roughly. Three-quarters of 
a ream of paper is then counted out and 
laid down on the prepared wrapper. It is 
squared up and the top sheet folded length- 
wise across, then unfolded and 
back upon the others. 

Another three-fourths of a ream of pa- 
per is then counted out. It is laid partly 
upon the first pile and after being squared 
up the edge is brought even with the 
crease in the top sheet above mentioned. 
The two bundles of papers are now lying 
lapped one-half past each other. The out- 
er portion of the bottom pile is then care- 
fully brought up and folded over the top 
of the second pile. When ready the free 
half of the second pile is also brought 
up on top of the paper already in place. 

The ends of one pile are now brought 
into the bend formed by folding over the 
other pile. This supperts the middle of 
each and prevents any creasing of the pa- 
per. The wrappers are carefully 
brought up and turned: and the marline 
tied and the ends of the wrapper fitted 
down. The result is a bale a little more 
than one-half the width of the sheet, with 
the square ends and rounded side. It 
forms a very easy bundle to handle, and 
causes the paper to be delivered in such 
shape that it will easily lie out flat again.

HOLYOKE, 
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HOLYOKE, Mass., July 21, 1898, 

The paper trade in Holyoke is dull. The 
mills have felt the depression in business 
in good earnest this week. When I ap- 
proached a well-known paper maker this 
afternoon he threw up his hands and ex- 
claimed: “You can talk about the Span- 
ish war or the annexation of Hawaii, but 
please don’t say anything about the paper 
trade!” When a Holyoke manufacturer 
talks that way you can wager that trade 
is dull. As predicted in these columns of 
last week, the trade has every appearance 
ef remaining in a quiescent state during 
the remainder of the month. 

One of the largest manufacturers of 
fine writing papers in Holyoke says that 
the present war has cost him already sev- 
eral thousand dollars, and either he or the 
War Department will be obliged to sus- 
pend business in the near future. The or- 
ders have been very slow in coming in this 
week, and there has been a falling off over 
last week, Whether the decrease will con- 
tinue the manufacturers are in doubt, but 
a revival is not expected until the fore part 
or middle of August. 

The Holyoke mills are managing to keep 
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their machinery running, and that is all 
that can be said. This has only been ac- 
complished the past week by much energy 
displayed on the part of the sales agents. 

The failures abroad in the land the past 
week have affected some of the Holyoke 
mills, but none of them seriously. The 
Holyoke mills have been caught in this 
manner before, and they are now very care- 
ful to whom they give large or extended 
credit. 

That the war is seriously affecting some 
of the Holyoke mills there can be no 
doubt, and that it has benefited others is 
equally true. The mills that it has bene- 
fited are not complaining, but are running 
along smoothly and filling the orders as 
iast as possible. There is only one mill in 
Holyoke which is credited with having all 
of the business that it can comfortably 
take care of and that mill is indeed fortu- 
nate. 

There has been little change in the rag 
market from that reported last week, but 
the demand had decreased somewhat. 
Prices still continued stationary in this de- 
partment, but there is said to be a pros- 
pect of a slight fall in prices before the 
end of the month. 

The Linden Paper Company is running 
on its usual orders, and reports that busi- 
ness is fair. It is turning out the usual 
amount.of its “Archive” bonds and led- 
gers. The Valley Paper Company is re- 
ported as doing a good business for July, 
and is making a market for its cream laid 
papers, which are used largely by the prim- 
ing houses of the city in their fine letter 
and note head work. 

Over in South Hadley Falls the Hamp- 
shire Paper Company is improving the 
dull times by placing a new water wheel 
in its already well-equipped plant. Busi- 
ness with this mill is fair, and the man- 
agement hopes for an improvement in the 
near future. The Carew Paper Company 
is running along as usual, but could handle 
more business just at present. These mills 
are not troubled with low water, but the 
mills in Holyoke have had trouble in this 
respect for the past week, during which 
time they have been allowed to use but 50 
per cent, surplus of the amount of water 
that their contracts with the Holyoke Wa- 
ter Power Company call for. At noon to- 
day all of the mills were notified that here- 
after only 25 per cent. surplus could be 
used. This will trouble the mills consid- 
erably, but the manufacturers are congrat- 
ulating themselves that it has come just at 
this time, when business is dull rather than 
when the trade is brisk. Nearly every mill 
in the eity has been troubled in this re- 
spect this afternoon, but the Water Power 
Company does not expect that the limited 
use of water will be enforced for a longer 
period than two or three after 
which it is thought that the river will be 
high enough to allow an unlimited use of 
water.

The theme of the 
editorial comment was the manner in 
which the United States Envelope Com- 
pany will purchase the paper for the enve- 
lopes made by the company. As expressed 
by the editor, the manufacturers think that 
there is very little probability but that the 
manner of buying the papers for the va- 
rious factories will be changed by the 
United States Company when it gets into 
full operation, and the paper manufacturers 
will then decide what steps to take to pro- 
tect their interests in the premises, as there 
is little doubt that the company will buy 
the papers at as low a price as possible. 

The fact has been put forward to me by 
men interested in the United States En- 
velépe Company that one of the principal 
reasons for combining the plants was to 
the output, and this 
was one of the ways pointed out by which 
it could be done—namely, the reduction 
for which large quantities of paper could 
be purchased over the cost of smaller lots.

There is little doubt that the envelope 
combination will be able to undersell any 
company which may start in to oppose it, 
for the very simple reason that the goods 
can be produced at a much less expense. 
In the new company one agent can do the 
work of ten in the past, and*the goods 
can be shipped to him from the factory 
from which the best freight rates can be 
obtained. 

Upon the executive committee of the 
combination will fall the hardest part of 
the work—that of outlining the policy and 
shaping the course of the company. Mr. 
Shibley, of the firm of Dean & Shibley, 
was in this section again this week, ar- 
ranging the details for turning the plants 
over, but as far as can be learned at the 
present time none of the plants have been 
turned over to the company, and it is 
hinted that when the time comes all of the

Question.—Is there a duster or a ma- 
chine which will take the dust out of old 
papers without tearing them to any consid- 
erable extent? I desire to take the dust 
out of papers before they are sorted, and 
to sort them afterward; in order to do this 
they must not be badly torn. 

Answer.—There are one or two ma- 
chines which, although not built for this 
purpose, may answer for the work the 
querist desires to do. The pyramid duster 
is one of them. It consists of nothing 
more nor less than a wire screen made like 
a section of a pyramid, about 2 feet square 
at the small end, 4 or § feet square at the 
large end, and from 8 to 14 feet long. The 
stock is introduced at the small end, and 
the revolving of the pyramid carries it 
slowly toward the large end, where it is 
discharged upon the floor up onto an 
apron. The wire screen is firmly at- 
tached to the frame of the pyramid, so 
that when the machine revolves nothing is 
done to the stock except to carry it up 
to the square side of the pyramid. At a 
certain height the stock falls, some of it 
striking against the central shaft, the rest 
falling against the wire screen. This gentle 
agitation of the rags or papers removes 
most of the dust or it has mutilated them

Question.—In a previous number o/{ 
“Quiz” several methods were given for 
cooking old papers. Are there any other 
methods in use besides boiling in a rotary 
bleach of in tubs or pulping by the arrest- 
er or chaser method?. I want particularly 
to find some way of cooking the knots out 
of paper after it has been bleached and 
run into the drainer. 

Answer.—Probably there are as many 
methods in use as there are people using 
them; one method which is used in a num- 
ber of mills ts to furnish the paper pulp 
from the drainer or from the chest in 
which it was bleached, and after the re- 
quired amount has been placed in the 
washing engine steam is turned on and the 
whole mass is brought to a temperature of 
212 degrees. 

The paper becomes very soft when at the 
boiling point, and is readily broken to 
pieces by the fly bar and plate. When this 
method is used it must not be attempted 
in a wooden engine; an iron tub is a ne- 
cessity. The roll must also be well filled, 
and a close watch should be kept that the 
wooden filling is not damaged la the boil- 
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ing stuff. Steam is not turned on as soon

Question—W.hat is the best method of 
preparing rosin for the making of size? 
We have been in the habit of pounding 
the rosin with a big mall. A large tub is 
used for pounding it in, but a good deal 

rosin is lost by flying out of the tub 
during the pounding process. I also find 
that the item of tubs is a considerable ex- 
pense, as they go to pieces under the se- 
vere treatment given them. I would thank 
you for any hints in this direction that 
you may be able to give. 

Answer.—The pounding of rosin in tubs 
or barrels has become obsolete. The best 
way to keep rosin is to prepare a small 
room for it, making a bin, or two bins, if 
the room is large enough, in one end 
thereof. Make the bins like ordinary coal 
bins and rig a small platform at a level 
with the top of the bin, where the rosin 
may be hoisted and the barrel knocked to 
pieces. Put the chunks of rosin into the 
bin. Here it may be knocked to pieces 
with a hammer and broken into chunks as 
large as furnace coal. The rosin room 
should be located over the size-making 
apartment, then set up an ordinary corn 
cracker in the rosin room, and when size 
is to be made weigh off the required 
quantity and run it through the cracker. 
It will fall into the melting kettle below 
and produce more even and better size 


than when pounded.

(indicated by 4, 41, 42, 43), formed by 
plates 5 and 6, the plates 5 being located 
on the “draw” sides of the pockets and 
adjustable by screws 50, so as to be kept 
close to the stone as it wears, and the 
plates 6 may be also adjusted, but their ad- 
justment is nota matter of so much mo- 
ment. The pockets are also provided with 
apertures in their sides having suitable 
doors 7, and through which they may be 
filled. The wood pockets in the present 
embodiment are arranged with their cen- 
tre lines extending approximately radially 
from the stone, but slightly tangential to 
the axis of the stone, the centre lines of 
the two upper pockets being slightly above 
the stone axis and those of the two lower 
pockets slightly below it, and the pressers 
or plungers 8, operating in the pockets to 


manner that when one pair of pressers— 
say those operating in pockets 4 43—is 
moved toward the stone to crowd the wood 
thereon one presser—say in 4—will tend to 
lift the stone, and the other in pocket 43 
to move it down, thus equalizing the pres- 
sure on the shaft bearings, and at the same 
time the pressers in pockets 41 42 of the 
other pair will be moving outward to open 
the pockets in which they operate and per- 
mit the insertion of wood blocks through 
the doors 7. When the wood in the pock- 
ets 4 43 has been ground, a reversal of the 
operating or motor device will press the 
wood in pockets 41 42 on the stone (the 
pressure being equalized as before) and | 
open the pockets 4 43, and so on as long | 
as the machine is in operation, the grind- | 
ing being practically continuous, no dead | 
strokes of the pressers being permitted 
and the pressure on the stone being equal- 
ized. | 

In the present machine each of the press- 
ers 8 is provided on its rear side with as 
extension 9, upon which are formed racks 
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10, and on the sides of the extensions op- 
posite the racks are guides in the form of 
rollers 11, mounted on arbors 12, support- 
ed in the sides 1 of the frame, said arbors 
being journaled in the frame, or the roll- 
ers may be loose on the arbors, if desired.

their arrangement around the stone 
also to change the connections as to speed 
and power with the presser motor. These 
changes are sometimes desirable on ac- 
count of the position of the machine, the 
manner in which the pulp is disposed of, 
and the size of the stone. It will also be 
noted that when the stone is worn to a 
considerable extent the power applied to 
the pressers will be the same, notwith- 
standing the fact that the edges of the op- 
erating faces of adjacent ones are closer 
together than when the stone is large, and 
the pressers do not move so close to the 
axis of the stone. 

It is, of course, not necessary that two 
racks be employed on each of the pressers, 
as a single one would answer the purpose, 
but two are preferably employed to insure 
sufficient strength and positive action, as 
the power required to operate the pressers 
properly is considerable. 


The same inventor has taken out a later 
patent on an improvement on his grinder. 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a side eleva- 
tion of a machine constructed in accord- 
ance with the invention, a portion of the 
ram cylinder being broken away and the 
pockets on one side of the machine being 
shown in section; Fig. 1“, a section on the 
line v v of Fig. 1; Fig. 2, an end view of 
the same; Fig. 3, a sectional view on the 
line x # of Fig. 1, looking outward; Fig. 
4, a sectional view on the line y y of Fig. 
1; Fig. 5, a sectional view on the line zs ¢ 
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SS 
of Fig. 1, looking downward; Fig. 6, a 
sectional view on the line w w of Fig. 5. 
As in his prior patent, the machine em- 
I dies generally a plurality of wood pock- 
ots or receptacles disposed around a grind- 
‘ng cylinder, and the pressers or followers 
it "said pockets are so arranged and con- 
nected as to enable the grinding operation 

be carried on continuously without de- 

easing the load on the cylinder. 


The main frame of the machine em- 
bodies generally two side frames or plates 
\ A, suitably braced and connected and 
each constructed, preferably, in two parts, 
divided approximately in a horizontal 
plane extending through the axle or shaft 
B. on which the grinding cylinder or stone 
C is mounted, the shaft and stone being 
arranged to be driven at a high rate of 
speed and by a motor having great power. 

Arranged around the grinding cylinder 
are several, wood pockets or receptacles, 
four being employed in the present instance, 
and one side of each pocket is composed 
of a heavy plate or casting D, extending 
between the sides A and adjustably se- 
cured in position, whereby the plates may 
be moved close to the cylinder as the lat- 
ter wears down. The plates D are pro- 
vided with slotted flanges d’, through 
which pass bolts d, the latter extending 
through the side frame A and also through 
plates d* on the outside of the latter, having 
apertures @° for the bolts. The plates D of 
each of the pockets are similar in con- 
struction and constitute the rearward side 
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of the pockets relatively to the direction of 
rotation of the grinder cylinder. The draw 
or forward side of each of the pockets is 
constructed of a heavy plate E, having the 
slotted flanges E’, through which pass se- 
curing bolts e, extending through aper- 
tures in the side plates A and also through 
apertures e* in the plates e* on the outside 
of the frame A, said plates d® and e’, as in 
Fig. 1, constituting merely washers ‘be- 


neath the nuts or bolt heads. These plates 
E are further provided with lugs or bosses 
e*, with which co-operate adjusting screws 
F, passing through lugs F’ on the side 
frames A, as shown particularly in Figs. 1 
and 4, for the purpose of permitting the ad- 
justment of the plates E toward and from 
the cylinder when the bolts e are loosened. 
The screws F are secured by set nuts f or 
equivalent securing devices when the ma- 
chine is in use. 

The inner ends of the plates E next the 
cylinder are beveled slightly at E” in the 
direction of movement of the grinding 
cylinder, and their inner faces are provided 
with longitudinal tapering grooves g, said 
grooves being shallower at the end of the 
plate in proximity to the cylinder and 
serving to permit the ground pulp to pass 
outward into the pockets and beyond the 
follower operating therein. These grooves, 
however, being small, do not permit the 
chipping of the wood as it is drawn against 
the plate by the rotation of the cylinder, 
but, as stated, will prevent choking and re- 
grinding of the pulp. It will be noted that 














the greater portions of the areas of the 
pockets are on the “draw” side of lines 
radiating from the centre of the grinding 
cylinder, which causes the cylinder in a 
measure to feed itself by drawing the wood 
toward the plates E on the draw side of 
the pockets. The grinding cylinder or 
stone being slightly narrower than the 
space between the side frames A, the pock- 
ets are formed of the width of the cylinder 
on one side by the plates G and on the 
other by plates G’, attached to the doors H, 
closing the feeding openings into the 
pockets, as shown particularly in Figs. 1 
and 3. 

J’ J? J’ J* indicate the pressers or follow- 
ers for pressing the wood blocks upon the 
grinding cylinder, pressers 
being located upon each side of the cylin- 
der, one above and the other below the 
centre thereof, and one pair, J’ and J’, is | 
pivoted to the opposite ends of a lever J 
and the other to the opposite ends of a 
lever K, said levers being mounted upon 
shafts or journals K’, supported in suitable 
adjustable bearings K* on the side frames.

grooved or serrated longitudinally, so as 
to prevent the wood blocks from rolling 
or slipping when the machine is in opera- 
tion.

| J and K are pivoted links L, connected by

with the opposite ends of a piston rod M, 
having upon it a suitable piston operating 
in a cylinder M’, arranged at the top of the 
machine and constituting a hydraulic ram 
for operating the levers J and K in oppo- 
site directions alternately. 


A suitable valve S is employed for ad- 
mitting fluid under pressure to opposite 
ends of the cylinder alternately, thereby 
causing the movements of the levers in 
the same direction and moving the pair of 
followers J’ and J* or J’® and J* toward the 
cylinder and pressing the wood against it | 
to be ground while the other pair of press- 
ers or followers are being moved away to 
open the pockets and permit the introduc- 











tion of wood, so that when the ram is re- 
versed the followers in the pockets last 
filled will move toward the cylinder, while | 
the others will be retracted, thereby insur- 
ing an even pressure upon the cylinder at 
all times, rendering the operation contin- 
uous and relieving the parts from strain. 
In order that the cylinder or stone C may 
be trued up and dressed when desired, two 
guide rods N N are provided, extending 
across the face of the stone and preferably 
secured to one of the plates D (see Figs. 
5 and 6), and upon these guides is a car- | 
riage N’, operated back and forth across | 
the face of the stone by a screw O, pass- 
ing through and engaging a threaded 
aperture in the carriage and supported at 
its ends in the side frames or preferably 
in the flanges of the plate D. The end of 
the screw is made angular for the applica- 
tion of a removable operating handle. 
Mounted upon the carriage N’ is a slide 
P, having at one end a steel dressing roller 
P’, roughened or corrugated, said slide 
being held by a plate or strap p and its 
upper end abutting against an adjusting 
screw p’ on the carriage. The under side 
of the slide next the carriage is provided 
with a rack g, engaged by a pinion q’, 
formed upon or secured to a spindle Q, 
extending out at the side and adapted to 
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be actuated by a removable handle Q’ to 
move the roller down into engagement 
with the surface of the stone to dress it, in 
which position it is secured by the screw 
pb’, and when thus secured the screw O is 
operated to move the carriage back and 
forth across the stone, as will be under- 
stood. 

In the lower portion of the main frame 
and beneath the stone is arranged an ad- 


| justable pan R, which is always filled with 


water and ground pulp and serves to keep 
the stone wet, though, as usual, several 


| jets of water are supplied to the stone at 


various portions of its surface. 

By the employment of a pivotal connec- 
tion between the levers J and K and the 
presser plates or followers the latter are 
permitted to accommodate themselves to 
the wood in the pockets and press it firmly 


| at all times upon the cylinder, and the cor- 


| rugations in the face of the followers pre- 
| vent the slipping and rolling of the wood 
| blocks. 

The arrangement of a plurality of pock- 


ets around the stone with the central lon- 
gitudinal axis of each on the draw side of 
radial lines from the shaft, in connection 
with the pressers connected in pairs for 
simultaneous operation in opposite direc- 


| tions, is an advantageous feature in that 


there is a tendency to clamp the stone or 
cylinder without undue pressure on the 
shaft, which clamping tendency is changed 


| from one pair of pressers to the other al- 
| ternately as the ram is reversed. As the 


faces of the pressers are guided by the 
lower plates of the pockets to move in 


|lines approximately radially of the cylin- 


der and are caused by their pivotal con- 
nection with the levers to maintain sub- 


| stantially the same relation to the surface 


thereof excepting as to distance, all of the 
wood in the pockets is pressed upon the 
cylinder at about the same speed, and this 
contributes materially to the production of

The volume of trade in both manufac- 
turing and jobbing lines is satisfactory, 
despite conditions of midsummer dullness. 

Depressing dullness usual to this sea- 
son has not settled dismally as yet. No 
permanent, or even temporary, shut-downs 
are reported for lack of orders, though for 
a brief season this was threatened among 
book manufacturers. 

The future of the summer season, how- 
ever, cannot be forecasted as accurately by 
the trade prognosticator, as weather con- 
ditions are sized up by Farmer Dunn and 
scientific men of his ilk. 

For instauce, a roseate situation this 
week is likely to be followed by the re- 
verse next week. Considering also that 
this is an infallible period for those desir- 
ing, either through persuasion, or prefer- 
ence, to retire from business under the 
guidance of the sheriff, the future is not 
to be lightly trifled with by inexperienced 
forecasters. 

As yet, no failures have echoed in the 
paper or stationery trade in Dayton or 
immediate vicinity and the best is hoped 
for. 

One of the distressing deaths of the 
week was that of Dr. P. N. Adams, a 
prominent and honored practitioner, who 
was taken ill a fortnight since with appen- 
dicitis. He was removed to the St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital and operated upon by sev- 
eral of the celebrated surgeons of the 
country. For four days he hovered be- 
tween life and death and finally suc- 
cumbed. 

Dr. Adams was wide known in the pa- 
per trade. He was largely interested in 
the straw paper plant of the Weston Pa- 
per Company, at Greenfield, Ind., in con- 
nection with Messrs. E. B. Weston, John 
K. McIntire and John Harries. Besides 
holding a large block of stock in this con- 
cern, it is believed that he was otherwise 
identified with the trade. 

During his brief lifetime he had built 
up an immense practice and accumulated 
a fortune. His business interests were ex- 
tensive and some resulted disastrously. 
He told the writer some time since of un- 
fortunate investments in the West. About 
three years ago Dr. Adams was married 
for the second time to a beautiful young 
lady, and he erected one of the handsom- 
est homes in the city. His first wife was 
killed about fifteen years ago in an acci- 
dent. 

Dr. Adams counted his friends by the 
thousands, but his enemies were few. He 
was genial, kind-hearted, philanthropic, 
and broad-minded. In his demise, which 
shocked the entire community, Dayton 
and the business world loses one of its 
noblest characters. 

The funeral was largely attended by 
trade associates. 

All of the evidence in the suits of the 
Niles Tool Works Company and _ the 
Beckett Paper Company v. the Hamilton 
and Rossville Hydraulic Company, also the 
arguments, were concluded this week. 
These cases were brought to annul per- 
petual water leases and the ultimate deci- 
sion will prove of the greatest importance 
to the hydraulic company, as other suits 
The Niles Tool 
Company made its lease in 1871, but long

since discarded the water power. Yet the 
Hamilton and Rossville Hydraulic Com- 
pany seeks to compel the company to. pay 
the annual rental of $2,650 for an indefinite 
period. 

The Beckett Paper Company is practi- 
cally in the same position and as the cases 
are analogous they were tried together be- 
fore Judge Neilan. 


It is claimed by the hydraulic company 
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out of the local market, which is still heav- 
ily burdened, banks and building and sav- 
ings associations reporting a plethora of 
cash. 

A gentleman who is a close observer in 
the printing trade remarked this week that 
within the past year in Ohio $823,100 had 
been invested in the printing and publish- 
ing business. Over 50,000 corporations 
are now in existence in this State. A total 
of 1,135 certificatts was recorded last year. 
Altogether something like $73,000,000 was 
invested in Ohio companies the past 
year, being a decrease of $46,000,000 or 
more over the previous year. This de- 
crease, however, does not seem to have af- 
fected manufactures as much as mercan- 
tile, jobbing and general commercial lines, 
representing a falling off of only $3,000,000, 


that the lease is perpetual and that, like 
Tennyson’s brook, the water rent must

There is scarcely any probability of the 
abandonment of the hydraulic—at least, 
with improvements at certain points now 
under consideration involving an expen- 
diture of $26,000 or more. 

Reports of the wrecking of the machin- 
ery at the Aitna Paper Mills were consid- 
erably exaggerated. The day after the ac- 
cident your correspondent was informed 
that the disablement of the governor of the 
Buckeye engine by the placing of a quan- 
tity of emery in the eccentric caused a 
day's delay. The financial loss did not ap- 


proach the figures circulated hereabouts. 


General Manager C. W. Young states 
that the company is running at its usual 


capacity upon bonds and writings and that 


the situation is hopeful. It was the inten- 
tion to install several noteworthy im- 
provements this spring, but work was de- 
layed, owing to the uncertainties of the 
war. It is regretted, in view of an early 
adjustment of international difficulties, that 
the contemplated improvements were not 
pushed to a rapid completion, as they are 
badly needed. Advantage will be taken of 
the first opportunity. 

The Cleveland Paper Manufacturing 
Company has been incorporated with a 
capital stock of $100,000. Among the in- 
corporators were M. B. Clark, M. P. Mc- 
Kean, C. A. Dunklee, J. A. Sackett and J. 
E. Waffle. 

Captain Stephen B. Porter, for more 
than twenty years connected with the 
Evening Dispatch at Columbus, died the 
past week after a two: days’ illness, aged 
sixty-one years. He served in the Second 
Ohio during the late war as a member of 
General Thomas’ staff. He was generally 
well known here in newspaper circles. 

George W. Shaw, secretary of the Day- 
ton Paper Novelty Company, is still taking 
the baths at Mt. Clemens, Mich., for the 
benefit of a severe case of rheumatism. Mr. 
Shaw suffered intensely and has undergone 
a long and “painful siege. He was also 
treated at Hot Springs, Ark. 

Dr. Albert Shaw, of-New York, editor 
of the American ‘Review of Reviews, is re- 
newing childhood memories at Paddy’s 
Run, his birthplace, near Hamilton. Murat 
Halstead, now the official war historian 
of the Government, en route with General 
Merritt to Manilla, was also born in this 
hamlet. 

It seems that both have retained a lively 
interest in Paddy’s Run and the visits of 
each have borne literary fruit. 

Dr. Shaw is greatly pleased with the 
rural surroundings. He is quietly study- 
ing municipal policy and expects to return 
to his desk in Astor place considerably 
rejuvenated in mind and body. 

The Dayton Board of Trade, urged by 
tradesmen of all classes, have protested, by 
resolution, against the alleged ‘imposition 
of the express companies in compelling the 
shipper to pay the tax. 

Similar organizations of Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Toledo and Columbus have 
taken the same action and have written to 
the commissioner of internal revenue, who 
responded that the intention of Congress 
was to tax the corporations and that the 
only recourse was presented through the 
courts. Inasmuch as shippers in other sec- 
tions are testing the law, it is not proba- 
ble that any cases will be filed in the Miami 
Valley. Dealers in tobacco here have 
taken the initiative, however, claiming that 
revenues in the amount of five or six mil- 
lions are concerned. 

Daytonians subscribed about $700,000 to 
war bond sale through its national banks. 
A large amount was offered. This will 
take a goodly per cent. of loanable funds 


or slightly more, in the manufacturing 
field. Thus sayeth the tradesman’s figures. 

The National Cash Register Company 
again distributed considerable gold and 
numerous encomiums to deserving em- 
ployees at Patterson Park, Oakwood, the 
other evening in return for the best sug- 
gestions offered in various departments 
for the year. This is a thoroughly ag- 
gressive method, encouraging as it does 
the best mental effort. Withal it affords 
a final relaxation and reward. The print- 
ing department proved a prolific field for 
new and original work and the introduc- 
tion of catchy ideas, the impending un- 
pleasantness offering additional scope. 

Word was received from Philadelphia 
the past week of the death of Joseph Ja- 
coby, a well-known manufacturer, who 
was formerly identified with various inter- 
ests in the Miami Valley. 

Unstinted credit is due Sabin Robbins, 
the popular paper manufacturer, of Mid- 
dletown, who has championed a local un- 
dertaking in the way of affording popular 
concerts for the masses. Subscriptions 
were started and successfully collected by 
him, and he was enabled to assure amuse- 
ment for the entire summer. The people 
of Middletown should feel grateful for his 
efforts. The first concert was attended in 
the public park by 7,000 townsmen. 

Heated rivalry exists in local newspaper 
circles. Since the war created a heavier 
demand this feeling has grown apace. The 
manager of the News has posted wagers 
that his journal has a circulation equal to 
that of all other afternoon papers com- 
bined, and the money is up in the hands of 
advertisers. He is, réady-to bet also that 
his circulation is twice that of another 
afternoon paper. No small sums play a 
part in the proceedings. If he wins, he 
says, he will toast and banquet the host of 
newsboys. He figures that he cannot lose, 
in any event, as he claims his circulation 
will be shown to be much larger than that 
of any other local newspaper. This, he 
argues, though he should lose the cash 
advanced, will bring greater returns. 

There are twice as many newspapers in 
Dayton as in Cincinnati, while the metro- 
politan dailies of the latter city are pur- 
chased here hourly in numbers reaching 
10,000. This prevents a large circulation 
in any one local office, though the aggre- 
gate is immense. The News announced 
the other afternoon that its issue of 18,000 
(including four editions) up until 3:30 
o'clock had been quickly exhausted. This 
is plausible, but it is a greater circulation 
than any Dayton newspaper ever. gained, 
or can hope to retain. The morning 10:30 
edition of the News has found a per- 
manent place in Dayton, though the war 
should end to-morrow. 

To the manufacturer of print paper the 
newspaper situation is intensely interest- 
ing here. Large warerooms are filled to 
the roof with roll paper; and there are 
prospects of another afternoon daily. Day- 
ton’s 100,000 people will assuredly be im- 
portuned by the many newspapers bidding 
for their daily patronage.

Book manufacturers in this neighbor- 
hood are preparing for the inevitable shut- 
down next week, as per order of the West- 
ern Book Paper Makers’ Association. 

It seems that this organization concluded 
that the plan of the American Straw 
Board, adopted some time since, was not 
a bad one. In any event, trade has been 
dull and prospects discouraging, hence the 
decision. : 

There are several large concerns in the 
Miami Valley, notably the Friend Paper 
Company and the Mead Paper Company, 
which operate large plants. Doubtless all 
could continue with a fair supply of orders, 
but it is not thought the proprietors have 
entered protest against the proposed move- 
ment, the initiative in which will be taken 
the first of next week. 

This order will affect the entire West- 
ern trade. 

“The mills should be closed for three or 
four months,” remarked a prominent 
tradesman. “The fact is the market is 
overloaded and there is an overproduction 
which will continue so long as there is any 
sort of a demand. It may be easy to sell 
your product, but nothing is made on it. 
Trade needs a tonic badly. It has been off 
color for two or three years. Some wise, 
all-prudent action should be taken to 
strengthen the business.”

D. Mead, president of the Mead 
Paper Company, returned this week from 
his Eastern jaunt. 

It is not thought the death of Dr. P. N. 
Adams will cause any material changes in 
the organization of the Weston Paper 
Company. Certainly a director might be 
selected to succeed the deceased member. 

The Recorder Publishing Company dis- 
posed of its property at Toledo this week 
to S. S. Burtsfield, of Van Wert, for $800. 
This property was once considered cheap 
at $25,000, tis said. The shrinkage in val- 
ue has been remarkable. The company’s 
affairs passed through the hands of several 
assignees and receivers. 

Edward Duerr, the sixteen-year-old son 
of County Auditor Duerr, of Butler 
County, was caught by the cogs of a planer 
at the Niles Tool Works while engaged at 
a machine. His left hand was ground and 
torn, between the thumb and index finger. 

The Tangeman Paper Mills at Lockland 
resumed operations this week after a two 
weeks’ shut-down for repairs. Many~im- 
provements of a substantial character 
were added, while machinery and building 
were alike repaired. 

In the same town the Haldeman Paper 
Company is rapidly recovering from the 
effects of the blaze some time ago, having 
overhauled old machinery and added new. 
The loss was not as heavy as reported.

For some time John W.. Burge, 0: 
city, has been’ experimenting with Flor da 
woods for the purpose of finding those 
that could be profitably used in mal 
pulp for the manufacture of paper, says tlic 
Pensacola (Fla.) News. So successful were 
his experiments that he devoted much tim 
and money in placing the perfections of 
Florida woods before the pulp manufactur- 
ers of the country with the view of getting 
some of them interested. 

Finally, after many futile efforts, he suc- 
ceeded in inducing R. Thomas, of Whites- 
burg, Ga., to come here and make personal 
tests of our woods. In this fortune smiled 
upon Mr. Burge, for Mr. Thomas is an ex- 
pert at macerating woods, having a secret 
chemical process of his own which is said 
to be far better and cheaper than either the 
bisuphite of lime, bisulphite of magnesia 
or caustic soda processes. 

Mr. Thomas set up temporary machinery 
at the Stratton Ice Works and for some 
weeks has been experimenting with various 
woods that grow in profusion in this re- 
gion. He is delighted with our white bay, 
tupelo gum and other white woods, which 
furnish a particularly fine fibre for the man- 
ufacture of high-grade book paper. 

Mr. Thomas also finds that he can obtain 
an excellent fibre from our ordinary pitch 
pine, which bleaches out white and felty 
fibre and at the same time furnishes a prof- 
itable’ spirit by-product. 

A representative of the News has been 
permitted to examine the various steps in 
the process of cooking, washing, macerat- 
ing and bleaching the pulp, and from his 
knowledge of paper stock he is satisfied 
that Mr. Thomas’ process is a great success 
and that Florida woods furnish a fibre un- 
excelled anywhere in the world. 

Local capital is backing Mr. Burge in his 
experiments, and a goodly share of the 
stock in the proposed works has already 
been secured, but more is needed. 

It is Mr. Burge’s desire to éstablish mills 


terprise a desirable addition to Pensacola’s 
industrial enterprises, and, for the purpose 
of deriving the greatest possible profit 
from the venture, he hopes to establish pa- 
per mills, in connection with the pulp 
works, of sufficient capacity to convert at 
least a portion of the output of pulp imo 
news and book and No. 1 manilla paper.
